To the inhabitants of the Town of Loudon in the County of Merrimack in 
the said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Loudon on 
Tuesday, the 14th of March, next at 9:00 of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


Article #1, and Articles #25 through #32 will be by ballot on Tuesday, 
March 14, 1989 from 9:00 A.M. to 7:00 P.M. 


Articles #2 through #35, excluding Articles #25 through #32, will be 
taken up at the second session of the Annual Town Meeting on Saturday, 
March 18, 1989 at 9:00 A.M. Meeting to be held at the Cafeteria of the 
Loudon Grade School. Additional parking is available at the Loudon 
Congregational Church with transportation to the school available. 


Article #2. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Five Hundred Thousand Dollars ($500,000.00) for the purpose of constructing 
and equipping a Solid Waste Transfer Station and related equipment; Five 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($500,000.00) of such sum to be raised through 
the issuance of bonds or notes under and in compliance with the Municipal 
Finance Act, RSA 33:1 et seq., as amended: — to authorize the Selectmen to 
invest Said monies and to use the earnings thereon for said project: to 
authorize the Selectmen to apply for, obtain and accept federal, state or other 
aid, if any, which may be available for said project: to authorize the 
Selectmen to issue, negotiate, sell and deliver said bonds and notes and to 
determine the rate of interest thereon and the maturity and other terms 
thereof; and to authorize the Selectmen to take any other action or to pass 
any other vote relative thereto. (TO BE VOTED ON BY BALLOT) 


Article #3. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50.000.00) for engineering work necessary to 
continue the hydrogeological study of the existing landfill area required to 
meet New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services requirements 
for the landfill closure plan. 


Article #4. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
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of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) for the purpose of retaining a 
consultant to study the feasibility and economics of developing a solid waste 
recycling facility for the Town of Loudon. 


Article #5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
adopt a Solid Waste Management Ordinance for the purpose of regulating the 
processing of solid waste and the governing of the Solid Waste Transfer 
Facility, including times of operation and fixing of reasonable rates based on 
tipping fees and normal operational costs, and the nature of materials 
acceptable for disposal. 


Article #6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
negotiate and contract with a commercial hauler to collect waste on a house to 
house basis in the Town of Loudon and to raise and appropriate a sum of 
Seventy-five Thousand Dollars ($75,000.00) for that purpose, such amount to 
be offset by revenues from solid waste collection fees as determined by such 
contract. 


Article #7. To see if the Town will vote to allow a 2% discount on all 
property taxes paid within 30 days after presentation of the tax bill. 


Article #8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and 
the Town Treasurer to borrow on behalf of the Town, in anticipation of taxes a 
sum or sums of money and to issue notes therefore to an aggregate principal 
amount not exceeding the total tax levy during the preceding financial year, 
said notes to be paid in 1989 from taxes collected during the current year. 


Article #9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
dispose of land acquired by tax deed for the Tax Collector. 


Article #10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
apply for, accept and expend without further action by the Town Meeting 
money from State, Federal or other governmental unit or private source which 
becomes available during the fiscal year. (Pursant to RSA 31:95 (Supp.)) 
This article shall: (1) beused only for legal purposes for which a town may 
appropriate money: (2) require the Selectmen to hold a prior public 
hearing on the action to be taken: (3) not require the expenditure of other 
town funds: (4) be exempt from all provisions of RSA 32 related to 
limitation and expenditure of town monies. 


Article #11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
appoint a committee to evaluate the need for a new position of Administrative 
Assistant to assist the Board of Selectmen in carrying out the business of the 
Town: and further to implement the recommendations of that committee if 
funds are available for this purpose prior to March. 1990 Town Meeting. 
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Article #12. To see if the Town will vote to establish the Loudon 
Historical Society as a permanent Town of Loudon organization. The purpose 
of this society is educational. It shall be to bring together those people 
interested in history, and especially in the history of Loudon. Understanding 
the history of our community is basic to our democratic way of life, gives us a 
better understanding of our state and nation, and promotes a better appreciation 
of our American heritage. 


The following resolutions to be adopted as organization policy. Resolved: 


A. The Loudon Historical Society shall have the authority 
to adopt a Constitution and By Laws. 


B. The Town will provide permanent facilities for said 
society for the purpose of displaying to the public historical 
artifacts, documents, and memorabilia. The facilities must 
be located where accessibility would not cause denial to any 
resident or visitor. 


C. The society may accept all appropriate artifacts, gifts, 
and memorabilia presented to the Loudon Historical Society 
of behalf of the Town. 


Article #13. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00) for the purpose of retaining a 
consultant to complete an application of the Loudon Town Hall as an historic 
site inthe National Register of Historic Places. {Per request of the Historical 
Study Committee. ) 


Article #14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
not to exceed Fifty-T'wo Thousand Dollars ($52,000.00) for the purpose of 
purchasing a new diesel truck and plow for the Highway Department: and 
further to authorize the withdrawal of such sums from the Highway Department 
Capital Reserve Fund. 


Article #15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) to initiate renovations and repairs 
consistent with the Risk Management Analysis conducted in July, 1988 by the 
New Hampshire Municipal Association Property Liability Trust relative to 
the Library. Fire Department and Town Office Building. 


Article #16. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Thirty Thousand Dollars ($30,000.00) for renewal of the Agreement for 
Ambulance Service for the ensuing year and to further authorize the Selectmen 
to negotiate for a replacement contract with a licensed ambulance company in 
the event that Raceway should terminate services. 
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Article #17. To see if the Town will vote to increase the appropriation to 
the Fire Department Capital Reserve from Twenty Thousand Dollars 
($20,000.00) to Thirty Thousand Dollars ($30,000.00) per year. 


Article #18. To see if the Town will vote to increase the appropriation to 
the Police Department Capital Reserve Fund from Seven Thousand Dollars 
($7,000.00) to Seven Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($7,500.00). 


Article #19. To see ifthe Town will vote to increase the appropriation to 
the Highway Department Capital Reserve Fund from Twenty Thousand 
Dollars ($20,000.00) to Thirty Thousand Dollars ($30,000.00). 


Article #20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
accept private donations of land, interest in land or money for the purpose of 
contributing to the local matching portion required for acquiring conservation 
land or interest in land and other costs associated therewith for permanent 
conservation use under the N.H. Land Conservation Investment Program and 
accept the State matching funds under the LCIP for the purposes of acquisition 
of the fee or lesser interest in conservation land.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Although many areas of New Hampshire have seen a slowing trend in 
growth this year, there seems to continue to be pressure for building permits in 
the Town of Loudon. Forty-two building permits were issued in i988. 


This year’s tax bill reflected another significant increase for Loudon’s 
share of the School District budget. In September, some of the benefits of that 
increase were seen when the fifth grade returned to an expanded, renovated 
Elementary School. The end result of the construction is an attractive facility 
with capacity which should serve the Town well for some time into the future. 
The most dominant features of the expansion include additions to the library, 
construction of a cafetorium, additional classroom space, and the obvious 
pleasures of a new playground. Students in the sixth through eighth grades 
moved into a newly constructed middle school, allowing the Merrimack Valley 
High School students, from grades nine through twelve, to appreciate the 
refurbished high school facility. 


As a result of monies voted last year, a number of improvements in road 
conditions were made this year. A section of Loudon Ridge Road was 
completely repaved and another section was resurfaced. By utilizing funds 
from the Bridge Capital Reserve Fund, additional repairs were made on the 
Old Shaker Road Bridge and the Currier Road Bridge. 


Solid waste issues continue to be a significant concern in the Town and 
pose a substantial increase in the tax rate. During 1988, the Town received 
design documents for the proposed transfer station. The evaluation of the 
existing landfill and requirements for closure will continue through this year. 
Although the Regional facility will go through start up this Spring, full scale 
operations will probably not officially commence until August, 1989. Loudon 
will be responsible for co-op dues and tipping monthly tipping fees regardless 
of what disposal option the voters choose at Town Meeting. 


The Police Department added another full-time officer to the staff, bringing 
the complement of full-time officers to three. The Town continues to rely 
heavily upon part-time officers and special police for numerous details. 


Unfortunately, an attempt to receive matching funds from the State to 
establish a Conservation District in the Town on Route 129, bordering 
Sanborn Pond, failed to materialize. The application made by the Conservation 
Commission and the Selectmen’s Office to the Land Conservation Investment 
Program would have allowed us to protect acres of critical wetlands, preserve 
one of only three upland Heron rookeries south of the White Mountains, 
provide footpath access for fishing and canoeing on Sanborn Pond, and 
actively manage acres of woodland and fields. The Selectmen trust the 
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- Conservation Commission, which dedicated so many hours to this project, will 
continue to research and negotiate for conservation lands. 


As most Townspeople are aware, a stand-by contract with Raceway 
Ambulance was entered by the Town after several very controversial 
meetings. This year’s warrant articles include a $30,000.00 appropriation to 
continue this coverage. Those individuals seeking additional information on 
the service provided by Raceway this past year may contact the Selectmen’s 
Office. 


Code enforcement activities have increased during the past year, and the 
Selectmen have been able to gain on the control of ordinances and regulations 
in the Town as a result. Enforcement issues continue to be a concern and will 
require the cooperation and dedicated effort of the various land-use boards and 
commissions in order to be effective. 


As voted at the 1988 Town Meeting, a publicly advertised lottery was held 
for the sale of Loudon’s remaining U.S. Bicentennial coins on Old Home Day. 
Proceeds from the sale of these coins was considered surplus revenue for the 
purpose of reducing taxes. A numbered silver Bicentennial coin was presented 
to Arthur Colby in recognition of his continuing contributions to the Town over 
the years. The remaining silver coins, except those reserved by the Town for 
historical purposes, were sold. The number of coins available was greater that 
the lottery demands and the Selectmen recommend that the remaining bronze 
and pewter coins be given to the Historical Society. 


The Gurney property adjacent to the Town Beach was purchased. No 
immediate plans have been made for improvements, although the suggestions 
for use have included additional parking and a picnic area. 


A contract for construction of a cable television system was entered with 
AMRAC Cable Television. It appears that the actual installation of the 
system may be started this year. Optimistically, the Selectmen had hoped that 
the system would be ready for hook-ups in the late spring. Delays in reaching 
agreement with New England Telephone and Public Service Company of New 
Hampshire for ‘““make-ready”’ slowed the actual start-up of construction. 
AMRAC periodically updates the Selectmen on the work in progress. Notices 
of same are posted in the Town offices. 


The Commercial/Industrial Development Committee began its work in 
the late summer. To date, their activities include beginning the identification of 
areas Suitable for commercial or industrial use or expansion. A report of their 
activities and plans is included in the Annual Report. 
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The sale of Bryar Motor Speedway occurred at the close of 1988. The race 
track was purchased by the Bahre family of Oxford, Maine. A major 
renovation of the facility is planned and the initiation of several NASCAR 
events anticipated starting this year. An artist’s rendering of the finished 
product is available for inspection in the Planning Board office. 


In July, an inspection of all Town buildings was performed by the Risk 
Manager for the New Hmspshire Municipal Insurance Trust, the Town’s 
property liability insurer. The results of that inspection showed that there are a 
number of deficiencies in the Town buildings that need to be corrected. Some 
of the recommended risk management activities have already been undertaken 
at the Highway Shed, Library and Fire Station. An evaluation of what 
measures will be required and what costs will be incurred by the Town have 
also been initiated. The Selectmen have included a warrant article requesting 
appropriation of $5,000 to begin the required work, including the installation 
of life-safety code approved exits at the library and town offices. 


The development of a much needed personnel policy manual has been 
undertaken by the Selectmen’s Office. Completion is expected early in 1989. 
The establishment of this manual will allow Town employees to know what is 
expected of them, as well as describe the rules and regulations governing the 
conditions of their employment. 


A new secretary to the Selectmen, Myla Bastin, was hired in March, 1988. 
A major reorganizational effort of the office records has been underway and 
significant gains have been made. In addition, an office assistant, Rosalie 
Patch, was hired to assist with the large increase in administrative paperwork 
which has occurred in the office. 


The Loudon Historical Society was re-established in 1988. At the present 
time, they are developing plans which include the establishment of a dedicated 
location within the Town buildings which can assure the security of items being 
preserved by the Society, and which will allow barrier-free access to displays. 
Their report is incorporated in this annual report, including their plans and 
recommendations for the coming years. The Selectmen have recommended 
that the Town Hall, as an historic site, be managed by the Society and used as 
their principal location. 


Much needed repairs were made at the Police Station this year. The roof 
was replaced and ventilation added to increase the life of the roofing materials 
and roof timbers. 


As in the past legal fees continue to be a significant expenditure by the 
Town. As aresult, the Selectmen are recommending an increase in budgeting 


for legal expenses to $14,000 for the coming year. 
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Work on the ballfields at the town recreation area was hindered by weather 
conditions. Although reseeding meant another season without the use of the 
fields, the Recreation Committee and the Loudon Youth Athletics League 
found alternate sites. We hope that the recreation area fields will be ready for 
use in the spring. 


The Selectmen would like to express their appreciation for the efforts of the 
Highway Department. Exceptional weather, compounded by a number of 
mechanical breakdowns created numberous problems for the crew in dealing 
with icy road conditions. The Town will be asked in this year’s town meeting to 
withdraw Highway Capital Reserve funds for the purchase of a new truck and 
plow. Additionally, the Selectmen have asked that the capital reserve 
appropriation be increased. The number of road miles for which the crew is 
responsible has continued to increase, and the older equipment will need 
replacement at ever rising costs. 


The Selectmen do have some good news to report and that is that we closed 
fiscal 1988 with a surplus of about $132,000.00. This money will be used by 
the State Department of Revenue Administration to reduce the 1989 tax rate. 
This surplus was mostly because of the Selectmen’s efforts in picking up 
considerable new valuation from subdivisions and new homes. 


Finally, the Selectmen would like to thank all those who gave so generously 
of their time this year to the work of various boards and committees in town. If 
you ve never been involved in community activities and think this might be a 
good year to contribute your time and talents, please call the Selectmen or the 
committee chairman listed in this annual report. Your life and the life of your 
community will be richer for your efforts.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT 
March 6, 1989 


To the Members of the 
Board of Selectmen 

Town of Loudon 

Loudon, New Hampshire 


Dear Members of the Board: 


Per your request, this letter is to confirm the status of our audit of the Town’s 
financial statements for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1988. If you wish, 
please feel free to include it in your annual report. However, it is our 
understanding that the Selectmen’s obligation regarding the printing of the 
audit report will be satisfied in you include our report for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1987 (the latest available report as of the time of printing). 


As you are aware, our audit of the Town’s financial statements for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1988 is currently in progress and will not be 
completed in time for inclusion in the Town’s Annual Report. It is unfortunate 
that the Town has experienced both accounting and administrative difficulties 
resulting from the turnover in personnel over the past several years. As aresult, 
accounting records have not been properly balanced and a great deal of 
analysis has been necessary in order for us to assist your personnel with the 
closing of records. 


Currently, the most prevalent weaknesses continuing in the Town’s 
accounting system Is the lack of adequately trained accounting personnel. Asa 
result, important control procedures are not being performed routinely. In the 
year’s time since March 1988, while having no prior experience as a 
bookkeeper or financial administrator, the Selectmen’s Administrative Assis- 
tant has progressed steadily toward a full understanding of the many 
requirements of these positions. However, much remains to be learned relative 
to the balancing of records and controlling the accuracy of the accounting 
records and reports. 


In addition to general record-keeping difficulties, we have also encountered 
deficiencies in the records of the Tax Collector. Although we have instructed 
the new Collector on the mechanics and the importance of monthly reconcilia- 
tions of subsidiary tax records, we found no evidence to indicate that these 
internal control procedures had been attempted. As a result, mistakes in 
record-keeping were not detected in the normal course of operations. In order 
to assist the Tax Collector in reconciling warrant records at year end and to 
expedite our audit, we offered specific instructions during November, Decem- 
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ber and January for the closing and reconciling of tax accounts, and requested 
that certain information be provided by the scheduled date of our audit 
fieldwork in February. At that time, the information requested, including the 
summarization and balancing of accounting records and lists of uncollected 
taxes, was not complete. To the extent deemed practical, this information was 
completed by us during the course of our fieldwork. Time being our largest 
contraint, we must now evalute the results of these tests in order to formulate 
an opinion regarding the tax accounts. Because tax revenues are the Town’s 
most significant source of income and taxes receivable are the largest item on 
the Town’s Balance Sheet, the tax collection system and records comprise a 
key area covered by our audit. 


While not final, you have copies of our working papers for the General Fund 
of the Town for the year ended December 31, 1988. While the audit of the Tax 
Collector’s accounts is not complete, we believe that any further adjustments 
that may be necessary in order to properly state those account balances will not 
impact materially on the ending unreserved fund balance of $169,368.93.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


As most people know, I have just completed my first year as Road Agent. 
Before this, I had no association with the Highway Department and I must 
admit, I took them for granted. As far as I was concerned, the only major road in 
town was the one] lived on. Since then, I’ve come to realize how easy it is for all 
of us to feel that way. We all need a better understanding of the make-up of the 
town’s system of roads and the efforts required to maintain that system. 


Loudon has thirty-seven miles of tar roads and thirty miles of gravel roads. If 
called out for even the most minor storm (if all three trucks and the equipment 
they carry are running well) it takes approximately five hours to salt and sand 
everything. Plowing takes an even greater amount of time. On the same note, if 
it takes one day to grade two miles of gravel road under extremely good 
conditions and properly completed, it would take fifteen working days to finish 
the task. Unfortunately, conditions are never perfect and machinery does break 
down. 


It is time to update our fleet of trucks. We have only one truck that can be 
called dependable. The other trucks are over ten years old and are beyond 
salvaging. We must take a firm stand for dependability, safety and productivity. 
I urge your support in increasing the Highway Capital Reserve by $10,000, and 
in approving the warrant article for purchase of a replacement truck and 
plow. 


During this past year, many jobs were completed including minor site 
construction on Bee Hole Road and repair or replacement of numerous 
culverts. The major construction undertaken included repair of the Currier and 
Shaker Road Bridges, and rehabilitation and paving of a portion of Loudon 
Ridge Road. The crew also began site work at the landfill and management of 
the steel pile. In the coming year, we hope to step up our efforts to separate the 
recyclable metals and have them baled for sale to offset the costs of the 
work. 


One major project slated for this coming year is work on Staniels and Ricker 
Road. The roads will be cleared, widened and paved. We have a commitment 
from a developer to asphalt a large portion of this area at his expense. There is a 
section of twenty-cight hundred feet not included in his paving plan. I propose 
we include this in the project. By accomplishing this, every road south of 
Chichester Road will have an asphalt treatment. The remainder of the season 
will be more intensive labor. We plan to do minor repairs on some of our 
bridges, along with our regular maintenance schedule. 


Time will also be spent initiating an effective, but economical road and 
bridge maintenance program. 
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I would like to thank the road crew and the residents for all their support and 
consideration during this past year’s transition.

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LANDFILL REPORT 
As was noted in last year’s report, the landfill continues to rapidly fill up. 


The Solid Waste Committee has made considerable progress in the Town's 
efforts to move towards closure of the landfill. (The Solid Waste Committee’s 
report includes a description of those activities.) 


Efforts were stepped up this year to try to minimize dumping of material 
from outside the Town. Residents can expect to be questioned from time to 
time as part of this effort, and your patience and cooperation will be 
appreciated. 


Recent activities at the landfill include segregation of metals. It is the 
Town’s intent to sell scrap bulk metal items to help defray the cost of operation 
of the landfill. 


All residents are requested to help keep the cost of segregation of materials 
to a minimum by placing waste materials in the proper location at the landfill 
site. 


The landfill is expected to be closed to the disposal of common household 
refuse late in the summer of 1989 with the opening of the solid waste transfer 
station. After that time, only selected materials which cannot be sent to the 
Resource Recovery Plant in Penacook will be accepted at the landfill. Some 
materials which will still be accepted will include white goods and bulk metal. 
A Solid Waste Ordinance will be adopted to regulate acceptance and handling 
of such materials at the landfill.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


Last year the Town approved a third full-time position. This position has 
proven to be of significant value, particularly in the area of vacation house 
checks and property checks within our town. This same officer also maintains 
protection at the Loudon School for the children during the morning hours. 


Our department consists of the Police Chief, Sergeant, Corporal, Patrolman, 
and seven part-time police officers. Every officer has gone through training at 
the NH Police Standards and Training Council, and has been certified. Also 
this past year, every police officer went through radar training to become 
certified, as well as qualified with firearms. 


As always, with population growth, comes more crime. During 1988, 
Merrimack County Dispatch answered 7,746 telephone calls and there were 
13,263 radio transmissions. There were also 4,250 calls for service for the 
Loudon Police Department.

Auxiliary heard of our need, and they donated a new door and electric opener. 
On behalf of the department, I would like to thank the Auxiliary for this door 
and the rest of the support they have given us over the past, as well as previous 
years. 


If you would like to help the department and cannot meet the demand of the 
emergency response, then perhaps you would help through the Auxiliary. 
They are also looking for new members.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1987 and June 1988, we experienced more fires than normal. 
The three leading causes of forest fires were again, children, fires kindled 
without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden, and debris burning. All 
causes are preventable, but only with YOUR help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. 
Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of 
State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; 
however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest law 
may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden, Concord Forest Protection 
Headquarters at (603) 271-2217, or local Forest Ranger. 


On January 1, 1989, the Deceptive Forestry Business Practices Law(RSA 
224:54) goes into effect. This law, in summary, states that a person is guilty of 
a misdemeanor if, in the course of buying or selling a forest product, uses a false 
weight or measure for falsely determining any quality or quantity of a forest 
product. For more information, contact one of the persons mentioned above.

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REPORT OF THE LOUDON RESCUE SQUAD 


Well, another year had passed, and what a year it’s been for the Rescue 
Squad. The Squad presently consists of 14 very active, highly trained 
members who are dedicated to providing the Town with the very best pre- 
hospital emergency care possible within present local funding and state 
regulations. Over the past year we had 6 members obtain the necessary 
training to become licensed to operate the cardiac defibrillator. Squad plans 
for the year include having the remaining members trained to this EMT-D 
level. 


At the time of this report, the new rescue vehicle is in the final stages of 
construction. Delivery is expected sometime in February, and from what we 
saw at the last progress inspection, the truck is going to be far superior to what 
we have now and a valuable addition to the department. The Rescue Squad 
would like to extend a sincere thank you to the townspeople for their generous 
support in the purchase of this vehicle. 


Also, we would like to thank the town for their support regarding the warrant 
article for ambulance service. The Fire Department believes the operation 
over the past year, with an ambulance company under contract to provide 
medical transport, has been extremely successful. Over the past year, the fast 
response time provided by an ambulance located in town can be directly 
attributed to saving two lives. We ask for your support again this year to 
appropriate the necessary funds to continue this fine service. 


As a result of the warrant article passed at last year’s town meeting for 
hepatitis vaccinations, all members of the squad, as well as the majority of the 
police department, are now protected against this contagious disease. The Fire 
Department will be requesting money again this year to provide this same 
vaccination to those firefighters desiring the protection it affords. 


As the final, and perhaps the most important item for this year’s Town 
Report, I would like to announce to the residents of Loudon that the cardiac 
defibrillator placed in service in April 1988 was instrumental only two months 
later in saving the life of a person in full cardiac arrest. This person was 
extremely fortunate the Rescue Squad had EMT-D capability which allowed 
the delivery of a life-saving “shock”, and an ambulance with a short response 
time was available for rapid transport to the hospital. Again, I would like to 
thank the entire community for the generous support of the fund drive held to 
raise money for the purchase of this equipment.

Come in and see it if you haven’t been in 
recently. Their next project is to make new curtains. The Friends also 
generously donated money to help purchase a new Canon copier. It makes 
great copies and is available to everyone during regular library hours at ten 
cents per copy. 


The Summer Reading Program was a big success as usual. Librarian, 
Nancy Hendy put a lot of work into this program and the children’s response 
was enthusiastic. | 


The Loudon Elementary School continued to send classes to the Library for 
the first half of 1988 as renovations were completed on the school. The result 
seems to be a new generation of readers as circulation figures continued high 
throughout 1988. 


The Trustees and Librarian produced two newsletters in 1988. They were 
mailed to approximately 450 households in Loudon (with assistance from the 
Friends for postage) and distributed in local businesses. If you’d like to receive 
your own copy of the next newsletter, come in and sign up for a library card! 


The Library sponsored several programs in 1988 also. For National Library 
Week in April, there was a children’s poster contest with prizes awarded at a 
program featuring storyteller/folk-singer, Carolyn Parrott. The National 
Library Week Adult Program on Backyard Archeology featured a talk and 
slides by archeologist, Harold Sargent of Georges Mills, NH. In October, an 
adult program on New Hampshire Gravestones with UNH Professor, David 
Watters, entertained a small, but enthusiastic audience. We were very 
fortunate to receive grants from the New Hampshire Humanities Council to 
totally cover the expenses of the adult programs. 


Again, in 1988, Librarian, Nancy Hendy received a scholarship from the 
New Hampshire Library Trustees Association. This covered the cost of a 
course in Public Library Administration for Nancy. 

The Trustees began looking at the fire safety of the library building in 1988 
as a result of an insurance report on all town buildings. We are currently

We plan to have this done early in 1989 and expect significant energy 
Savings. 


We are looking forward to a busy year in 1989. It is time for the Maxfield 
Public Library and the Town of Loudon to examine the Library’s long-term 
space needs. We will be forming a Building Needs Study Committee to look 
into this. We will be calling on a wide spectrum of townspeople for help and ask 
for your support and cooperation in this project.

You will be surprised at 
the range of materials available for all to borrow.

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1988-1989 REPORT OF THE 
SOLID WASTE COMMITTEE 


At last year’s Town Meeting, the Committee presented the Town with 
preliminary plans for construction of a Solide Waste Transfer Station to be 
located on Town property at the existing landfill. 


At that time, a vote was taken which directed the Committee to pursue 
financing options for funding the construction of the facility. The Committee 
has pursued the bonding of the facility through 10 year municipal bonds as the 
most viable means of financing the facility. Warrant Article 2 authorizes the 
Selectmen to secure this financing and enter into the bid process and 
eventually contract for the construction of the facility. At the request of the 
Selectmen, the Committee has also investigated the costs of house-to-house 
collection and disposal of housefold solid wastes. The results of this anaysis 
indicated a significant annual and resulting long-term least cost for the 
Transfer Station alternative. 


Solid waste from the Loudon Transfer Station will be hauled in transfer 
trailers to the Penacook Refuse-to-Energy Plant currently under construction. 
Loudon is obligated to begin delivery to the plant in August of this year. 


It is estimated tht the total cost (including delivery and tipping fees) of each 
ton of trash delivered to Penacook will be between $70 and $80 per ton in the 
first year. Costs in subsequent years may be less, due to a more favorable 
power rate for electricity sold and decreasing bond payments. Current rates for 
disposal without delivery costs at other existing facilities range from $65 to 
$95/ton. As one can see, there is an immediate value in belonging to the 
Concord Resource Recovery Cooperative and owning a transfer station. This 
value increases as time goes on, providing a hedge against inflation, as well as 
increases from house-to-house collection contractors. 


The construction of the Transfer Station does not preclude a private 
collector collector from providing door-to-door pickup for those that would 
want it in the future. The Selectmen will be responsible for issuing permits to 
authorized and responsible collectors. Warrant Article 5 allows the Selectmen 
to establish a Solid Waste Flow Control Ordinance per the recommendations 
of the attorneys for the Cooperative. 


In addition to work on the Transfer Station, the Committee supervised 
preliminary investigations, by the Town’s consulting engineers, necessary for 
designing the closure of the existing landfill. Based on those investigations, the 
New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services has asked for further 
testing to determine the depth of the landfilled trash and its proximity to 
groundwater. Warrant Article 3 authorizes an additional $50,000.00 for 
continued investigation and preliminary landfill closure plans.

The Committee Chairman continues to represent Loudon at the Concord 
Resource Recovery Cooperative, as well as the Central New Hampshire Solid 
Waste District meetings. It is at the District meetings where issues such as 
septage management and recycling are discussed. 


Regarding recycling, it is possible that the New Hampshire Legislature will 
pass a mandatory recycling law in 1989. The Committee recognizes the 
importance of recycling and has been represented at conferences and seminars 
on that issue. The Transfer Station has been designed to provide areas for 
recycling at the Transfer Station. Because recycling will reduce the costs of 
solid waste disposal in Loudon, the Committee has included Warrant Article 4 
relative to studying the feasibility and economics of establishing recycling in 
the Town. A public hearing has been recommended prior to beginning any 
recycling program. 


Work tasks for the upcoming year will include monitoring the construction 
of the Transfer Station, assisting in establishing operating policies and 
procedures, advising the Selectmen on Solid Waste matters and an ordinance 
for control of solid waste, securing a transfer trailer hauler, selecting a 
consultant for a Recycling Study, reviewing the design of the Landfill Closure, 
and preparing the financial needs of the Closure Plans for next year’s Town 
Meeting. 


A report from the Concord Solid Waste Resource Recovery Cooperative is 
attached as part of this report. 


The Committee welcomes comments regarding any Solid Waste issues. 
The Chairman thanks each Committee member for their assistance this past 
year.

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Concord Solid Waste/Resource Recovery Cooperative 


In 1988, the construction of the 500 ton per day refuse to energy facility by 
SES Concord (Wheelabrator Technologies) in Penacook has proceeded. The 
construction of the facility is nearing completion, with the initiation of 
shakedown operations scheduled for this April. During the spring and early 
summer months, refuse deliveries by the Cooperative to the plant are 
anticipated to be intermittent as start-up operations proceed. Full commercial 
operation is anticipated to begin in the late summer/early fall of 1989. 


The power generated by the refuse to energy plant is to be sold to Public 
Service of New Hampshire (PSNH) under the terms of a rate order previously 
issued by the NH Public Utilities Commission. The impact, if any, of the 
PSNH bankruptcy on the price to be paid for power is not yet clear. The 
Cooperative, which entered into financial obligations on the basis of the PUC 
rate order, continues to maintain the position that the PUC specified rates are 
in place. Significant progress has been made in dealings with PSNH and 
Concord Electric Company on finalizing and constructing electrical distribu- 
tion system improvements. 


In March, 1988, the Cooperative was apprised by the NH Department of 
Environmental Services that the Concord Landfill, which has been approved 
for disposal of ash residue from the refuse to energy plant, would not be 
available for use. The Cooperative was successful in acquiring a 38 acre parcel 
in Franklin. Obtaining permits, securing long term financing, designing and 
constructing a double lined secure residue landfill in ten months. The landfill 
was constructed using intensive quality control procedure and, despite the 
aggressive schedule, was completed at a cost under budget. The landfill is 
substantially complete and will be operation in April. 


The member municipalities need to ensure that arrangements are made to 
allow full delivery to the refuse to energy plant by no later than August, 1989. 
The Cooperative requests that each community make arrangements for the 
storage and disposal of unacceptable waste, including motor vehicle batteries 
which constitute the greater source of lead in municipal solid waste. Such 
batteries are not to be delivered to the refuse to energy plant. The Project 
Director further encourages all communities to consider and implement 
materials recycling to reduce anticipated excess tonnage. 
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LOUDON CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
Report for 1988 
The Loudon Conservation Commission has been very active this year, with 
a successful improvement cut on one of the Town Forests, specifically the 
Maxfield Forest off Old Shaker Road. This is a continuation of a forestry 
management plan established ten years ago. 


The Commission has also been very active in reviewing Dredge and Fill 
permits with the State of New Hampshire Wetlands’ Board. This process 
protects wetlands which may be part of the Town’s water resources, and in 
most cases involve preservation of wild wetlands. Wetlands play a very 
important role as places of ground water recharge, flood control, water quality 
maintenance, wildlife habitat and recreation. If you are planning to do any 
work in or in the proximity of a wetland, for example a dredge or a fill, please 
contact the New Hampshire Wetlands’ Board, or the Town Clerk for permits 
and guidance. 


The Commission has also been involved in the Land Conservation 
Investment Program. Working with Loudon landowners, we have been trying 
to protect a pond and other parcels of property.

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LOUDON RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The Loudon Recreation Committee was very busy again this year overseeing 
the completion of the ballfield development at the Loudon Recreation Area as 
well as conducting the Town’s Summer Playground Program. 


Summer Playground Report 

Due to continued construction of the addition and classroom renovations at 
the Loudon Elementary School, the Recreation Committee was forced again 
to either cancel the entire summer program to seek other quarters for the 2nd 
summer in a row. Through the efforts of the Selectmen and with the 
cooperation of Pastor Sweimler of the Loudon Congregational Church in 
Loudon Village, the recreation committee was granted use of the Church for 
our summer operation. We are hopeful of being back in the Loudon Elementary 
School this summer. 


The Program this summer was again under the direction of Scott Hamilton, 
a Merrimack Valley School Counsellor, who was assisted by Mrs. Cheryl 
Rice, a resident of Loudon. 


Close to 100 children registered for the program with approximately thirty 
to forty children attending the program on a regular basis for four weeks. 
Additional numbers of children dropped by for activities and special events 
that were of particular interest to them. 


Highlights of the program included the daily Arts and Crafts Program led by 
Mrs. Rice, plus three special movie video features donated by “‘Movies First”’ 
of Fox Pond Plaza. Three sold-out family bus trips were taken to NH State 
Park Beaches with fees covering the costs of trips. 


The Program’s daily special events such as the ever-popular “‘Halloween in 
August’”’, Pet Rock Races, Kite Day and Roller Racing, kept the children 
actively interested in the Program. 


Mr. Hamilton’s daily sport activities, including baseball and kickball, as 
well as NBA Hotshots and the Mock Olympics, entertained Loudon’s youth 
throughout the summer. 


The successful program was capped by the traditional cookout, and the 


Program would not have been possible without Loudon’s supportive parents 
who helped out when called upon. 
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Status of Loudon Recreation Area Development 


The ongoing development of the Loudon Recreation Area continues to be a 
priority of the Committee. This summer saw the development of a regulation- 
skinned infield baseball field along with a skinned infield Little League/Softball 
field combination. A regulation-size soccer field was constructed betwween 
the two ballfields greatly expanding the town’s recreation facilities. Construction 
was somewhat delayed due to the heavy spring rains and then the very dry 
summer that hurt the growth of the new grass. The field was again overseeded 
this fall by the contractor, and the contractor will continue to monitor the grass 
until it is accepted by the Town. Early this spring, the contractor will complete 
grading of the fields and finishing touches to bring the project up to playable 
standards for this spring and fall. The Town also acquired four sets of 
bleachers which will be installed by volunteers from the Loudon Youth 
Athletics Association. Mrs. Patty Bigwood of the Recreation Committee will 
handle reservations and booking of field usage at her store, ““The Country 
Cat’’, in Fox Pond Plaza. 


The Federal grant, which funded approximately one-half of the Loudon 
Recreation Area development costs, is in the process of being “‘closed”’ out by 
the State. The State found the project completed to their satisfactions and will 
be forwarding to the Town, early this spring, a final check to fully fulfill the 
Federal Government’s $40,000.00 Grant Contribution to the Project. 


The Committee, with the assistance of the Town Road Crew, hopes to 
expand parking at the Recreation Area this spring, and we are looking for 
volunteers to help install donated playground equipment at the park in order to 
develop a children’s playground area. 


The Loudon Recreation Committee again wishes to extend a‘‘special 
thanks” to the Loudon Youth Athletic Association, its officers, directors, 
coaches, sponsors, and volunteers who make the youth sports program 
possible. Without all of their hard work and dedication, it would not be 
possible to have such a fine youth sports program in our Community. We 
would also like to thank the Board of Selectmen for their continued support of 
the Committee’s efforts both with the summer program and the development of 
the Recreation Area and for overseeing the Town Beach. Also thanks to John 
Rice and the Highway Department for the help they have provided at the park 
and to Myla Bastin for her administrative assistance. 


Concerns for the future of the Loudon Recreation Committee: The 
Recreation Committee desperately needs additional members on the Committee. 
The Committee has dropped from eight or nine members of four years ago 
down to three members in 1988, all of whom have served over five years on the 
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Committee. We would welcome the addition of new blood to help out with our 
efforts of increasing the recreation opportunities for the citizens of Loudon. 
Persons interested in serving on the Committee or helping out with the ongoing 
development of the Recreation Area should contact the Selectmen or a 
member of the Committee.

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LOUDON HISTORICAL SOCIETY STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Committee met through the fall and early winter on nearly a weekly basis 
to explore the requirements for forming a viable Historical Society and to 
consider the options available for meeting these requirements. We have met 
frequently with the Board of Selectmen and have made contact collectively 
and individually with representatives of other Historical Societies in surround- 
ing communities;the New Hampshire Historical Society and the Association of 
Historical Societies of New Hampshire Inc. Copies of Constitutions and By- 
Laws have been obtained from several other Societies as well as those drafted 
about 1960 for the Loudon Historical Society, and reviewed for their 
adaptability to our own situation. 


Our studies have led us the conclusion that the single, most important 
requirement for a successful Historical Society is the availability of a 
permanent and secure structure to serve as a museum and a repository for the 
documents, artifacts and other memorabilia; the collection of which is the 
primary function of a Historical Society. Without a repository, the owners of 
this priceless material are understandably reluctant to make a donation or a 
loan and the Society is unable to attain even its basic goals. The inability to 
obtain a permanent location at which these historical items may be viewed and 
enjoyed by everyone is felt to be the major reason for the lack of success of 
other Societies including the early 1960’s attempt in our own town. 


The Board of Selectmen have met this difficult requirement by making 
available to the Loudon Historical Society the first floor of the Loudon Town 
Hall. A more appropriate setting for a historical museum is hard to imagine 
since the building itself is prominent in Loudon’s past and, in fact, consideration 
is being given to nominating it for inclusion in “The National Register of 
Historical Places’. Voting and other community activities for which the hall 
has been used in the past may now be conducted in the new auditorium at the 
Loudon Elementary School, and use of the first floor for this purpose will not 
interfere with the use of the second floor by the Free Will Baptist Church. 


The other element required for the success of this organization is community 
interest and participation. The Committee naturally seeks your support of the 
warrant article creating the Historical Society and, assuming that you will, has 
scheduled the first organization meeting (with refreshments) on Wednesday, 
March 29th, 7:30 p.m. at the American Legion Hall. Please put that date on 
you calendar and be thinking about the role you may want to play in the 
formation and long-term operation of the Society: officer, committee member, 
director, etc. The goal of this first meeting will be to discuss specific tasks 
necessary for conduct the business of a Historical Society with hopes of 
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matching these with individual areas of interest, and to select a nominating 
committee which will propose a slate of candidates for the various offices in the 
organization.

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CABLE TELEVISION UP-DATE 


The following is the most recent information/update on progress towards 
installation of the cable television system for the Town of Loudon.

Dear Board of Selectmen: 


The purpose of this letter is to provide you with an update as to our progress 
toward the development of a cable television system to serve the residents of 
Loudon. 


We have received the fully executed License Agreement between New 
England Telephone Company, Public Service of New Hampshire, and 
Amrac. We have subsequently submitted individual pole applications for all of 
the utility poles beglonging to PSNH which we intend to use. We have 
arranged a joint rideout to survey the utility poles commencing March 6, 1989 
with representatives of PSNH, NET, and Amrac. Based on this survey, the 
utility companies will provide to us an estimate of the cost of the makeready 
and we shall pay for this work in advance at that time. The subsequent step is 
for the utility companies to actually perform the makeready work so that there 
is room on the utility poles for the cable. 


Once the utility companies grant Amrac permission to begin construction, 
we should be able to complete the entire construction of the cable system in 
approximately four (4) months from the date that permission was granted. At 
the conclusion of construction we would commence the selling and installation 
phase so that individual residents would be able to receive cable service. 


We have underway negotiations with two property owners in Loudon for the 
use of land for our headend or antenna site. We anticipate successfully 
concluding one of these negotiations within the next two weeks. 


We shall attempt to keep you updated as to further developments.
